Stevens have with¬ 
drawn from the % contest for the deputy- 
reeveship, leaving' W. D, Madden elected by 
acclamation. The following nominees for 
outicillors have resigned, West Ward, 
Chas. Stevens, East Ward, Frank Van 
luven, Dr. Ward. D. Henwood has re 
signed leaving A. SV. Grange trustee by 
acclamation. 

Aftef the nominations the gathering was 
formed into a public meeting by the elec 
lion of Mr. John T. Grange as chairman, 
who filled the position efficiently. 

Mayor .Stevens was the first speaker 
called upon, and after a few words ol 
thanks he made way for Reeve Carson, 
reserving the balance of his speech ti.l 
after the Finance Miuister had been heard 
from. 

Reeve Carson said he would not make a 
speech, but was in the field for mayor. 

Deputy-reeve Symington said he was in 
the hands of the electors, and would bow to 
their decision, believing in their judgment 
they knew best. He referred bnefiy to the 
expenditures that had been made by the 
council, and said that probably with the 
exception of 8100 expended on the street, 


Deputy-Reeve Symington in reply to Mr 
Lapum’e charge that the expenditure on 
etreete had been exoeesive, reverted to the 
time when Mr. Lapum wm in charge of 
that department, and said that be 
ooald not point to one permanent improve 
ment that had been made when he wm 
charge. Under Mr. Lapam’s regime the 
■treite had been a disgrace to the town, 
and there wae just as muoh money spent 
then as now, but with little or nothing to 
•how for it. Mr. Symington said of course 
money had been spent on the streets, no 
man ooald make improvements without 
•pending money. 

E. S. .Lapum replied but did not add 
anything very material to what he had 
.already said. 

W. D. Madden said he wae in the field 
for deputy reeve and intended to make the 

S [ht as warm for his opponents as possible. 

e reverted to the war soare ana waxed 
quite patriotic. 

H. M. Deroohe, Q.C., oh air man of the 
Sohool Board, was the next speaker. He 
believed that our sohool affairs were our 
most important affairs. He oalled upon 
the electors to return Mr. A. W. Grange, 
as he was a capable trustee. He charged 
Mr Symington with being an enemy to the 
Collegiate Institute and IM*^ be had not 
worked in the interests of the Institute at 
the oounty council. He said Mr. Syming¬ 
ton had imputed in his remarks that the 
school board was extravagant and responsi¬ 
ble for the town’s indebtedness. He eu¬ 
logised the Institute and the good wojpk 
done by it, and believed Napanee had an 
efficient and economical school board. 

Mr. Symington in reply denied that be 
was an enemv of the sohool or higher edu- 
oation, and it was untrue that he haul not 
worked in the interests of the sohool at the 
oounty council. The Collegiate Institute 
had got all from the county that in justice 
belonged to it, according to the decision of 
the Judge and what more could Mr. 
Deroohe ask. Education, like bread, was 
a good thing, but just like bread you can 
pay too much for it. The promoters of the 
Institute had said that it could be built and 
equipped for $12,000, but it hadn’t been 
built for that. Again they bad promised 
that they would decrease the staff to four 
teachers instead of five, but instead they 
had increased it to six. The hands of the 
oounoil were tied by the school board, and 
he believed that matters in that depart¬ 
ment could be more economically admin 
istered. 

Mr. Deroohe devoted a short time to a 
reply to Mr. Symington, in which he 
created considerable merriment by saying 
that be wuh not responsible for Air. Sym¬ 
ington having no children, and being called 
upon to help to eduoate his—it was the law 
of the land 

8. R. Miller asked the ratepayers to elect 
him if they thought he was capable of fill¬ 
ing the* pos tion—if not to leave him at 
home. lie would be satisfied in either case. 

Dr. Leonard said he had been in the 
council for 6 years, and if they thought he 
merited their approval they oould show it 
by electing him. 

Dr. Meng made a short speech in which 
he intimated he was a candidate for the 
position of councillor. 

M. 8. Madole in view of the lateness of 
the hour would not attempt to make any 
thing like a speech. He was glad to see 
that the electors manifested such an in¬ 
terest in municipal affairs as was evinced 
by the large audience present. He claimed 
for the council of 1895 honesty of purpose. 
Not one dollar of the people’s money had 
been misappropriated. II.b asked their 
support on public'grounds, and put him¬ 
self entirely in their hands.

In bis dosing peroration 
Mr. Oliver placed his hand over the region 
of his stomach and with much pathos told 
the electors of the desire which he fell ris¬ 
ing up within him to serve them “just one 
more year,” No oue.expressed a doubt as 
to tho genuineness of his desire for another 
term. Rut the opinion most prevalent 
among the electors was that Mr. Oliver's 
peculiar stomach sensation was most prob¬ 
ably induced bv his imagination already 
reaching forward to another Warden’s din¬ 
ner. 

Mr. F. V. Sexsmith and Mr. I. O. Hud¬ 
gins having nominations for the reeveship 
made able and good natured speeches in 
criticism of the financial and general ad¬ 
ministrations of the c unty and township 
council* Mr. Henry Wilson criticized the 
council’s lute road improvement venture, 
which he described as a little application 
of a stinted quantity of sand with a liber¬ 
al mixture of November rainwater. Mr. 
Wilerm advized Mr. Oliver to qualify his 
request that ‘*11 the councils errors bo 
charged to mi-takes of tue head'' so as not 
to include their mad improvement disaster, 
as be much feared if it should be so charg¬ 
ed it \ u' i t .ml as the moat stupendous 
charge to “head accounts” in modern muni¬ 
cipal history. 

Mr. Win. Paul and Mr. Anderson will 
ruu for the deputy-reeveship Mr. Grooms 
and Air NfoConuell are seeking re election 
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the council There might have been a few 
blunders made but they should look with 
oharity on a few mistakes. Referring to 
his nomination for the position *>f school 
trustee ho Baid the electors should send 
their very best m«n to the school board as 
he thought it was the most important 
place. He thought there was t >o wide a 
breads between the hand that collected the 
money and the band that spent it, end bo 
lieved that the hand that collected the taxes 
should be the one to spend. The council 
had to collect the money for the school 
board to upend, and often the ratepayers 
didn’t look behind the hand that guided 
this expenditure, and looked to the council 
for the monies expended for school pur¬ 
poses, and not to the school board. It was 
therefore necessary to elect good economical 
men for school trustees as they were in a 
measure irresponsible to the people. He 
withdrew from the contest for the trustee 
hip, but believed be would etanu for reeve. 
In conclusion be urged them not to vote on 
sectarian lines, but to live in peace and 
harmony together. 

Dr. Ward, the Finance Minister, was 
the next speaker and dwelt for & time ou 
the tin&uces of the to>A He began where 
he left off last year w The council have 
adopted an improved method of banking 
whereby interest on daily balances is 
reoeived and when it became necessary to 
over draw towards the end of the fiscal 
year, interest was paid on daily balances. 
Theamouut of over draft at Aug. Is^was 
about $1500, whioh is about the amount of 
expenditure on town property and grano¬ 
lithic walk, not provided for in last year's 
estimates.

As to 
why the taxes aie high ho pointed out that 
there had been more expended last year 
than provided for and that the practice of 
striking the school rate too low had for 
years taki n a smalls amount from tjhe 
general funds, sufficient allowance for the 
uncollected taxes had not been made 
Last year the ruto struck had raised 1(130 
too little this amount had to be raised 
extra this year. He also stated that the 
school rate never reached so high a sum as 
this year. lie said he would rathor sup 
port Mr. Carson than oppose him but 
declined to state just then his intention. 

E. B. Lapum undertook to criticise the 
finances of the town and the wav he 
handled the question showed he had given 
the subject considerable atttention. lie 
complained that Dr. Ward did not explain 
the finanoee to the (lectors in a proper 
businesslike manner. Mr. Lapum went 
buck to 1892 and read statements previous¬ 
ly prepared showing the standing of the 
town from fiscal year to fiscal year dospn to 
the present, lie started out by showing 
that there was $5,000 on hand iu 1892 when 
he left offioe. He tried to show that it had 
decreased considerably since then. He did 
not charge the present counoil with extra¬ 
vagance exoept in the street department, 
but what he endeavored to show was that 
the oouncilhad struck the rate too low and 
in oonseqneuce were running into debt. 
He did not believe that the council bad 
enough assets available to run the affairs 
of the town until the next appropriation 
would be made. Mr. Lapuu embellished 
his remarks with a good deal of dramatio 
action whioh proved quite effective for on 
resnming his seat he was greeted with load 
cheers. 

T. G. Davis said he was in the field for 
reeve and solicited their votes. 

Dr. Ward in reply to Mr. Lapnm aaid 
that he liked to hear such oritioisms. It 
showed that interest was taken in the town 
affairs. It showed also that the good 
statements gotten oat made those compar- 
sions possible. Dr. Ward said Mr. 
Lapum’s statements were all right bat his 
oonolaslous were erroneous. He pointed 
oat that it was said last year that the 
ooaooil could not run the town with the 
money on hand, just as Mr. Lapum says it 
oannot he done in 1896, but they bad done 
■o notwithstanding. Ia regard to Mr. 
Lapnm’s statement that the finances were 
in a better position in 1892 than at present 
be showed that although there wae |6,000 
In the treasury there wae only 99,000 in 
ftaxM to he aollaalad whereaa this year there 
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a hole. One sale of debentures had brought 
a premium of $700. This had been a great 
help to the then council which used the 
money for running the town affairs, which 
the present council had never had. Ten 
years ago the town owed $59,000. Thie 
had been added to by the erection of the 
Collegiate Institute, the swing bridge, the 
Gibbard property which brought the debt 
up to in round numbers say $90,000. 
About $20,OOP of the town’s debt had been 
paid during the last ten years. In two 
years moro the N.T. & Q.lt.R. debentures, 
some $30,000, will come due. They were 
sold at a rate of 0 per cent. This showed 
: hat our finances were in a good state In 
former years it had been the habit of 
friends of the existing council to hold over 
accounts, and after , the ejoetipae accounts 
to the amount of $17660"would be brought 
into the new council. This year ho could 
go into a court of justice and take his oath 
that there was not more than $800 in ac 
counts owing to be brought in. He believed 
this was the only time this state of affairs 
had ever existed, and he thought it was a 
creditable showing. Mr. Stevens also re¬ 
ferred to the by-law introduced hy Coun 
Ward, whereby the treasurer could not pay 
any accounts when the amount appropnut 
ed for the committee to which they were 
chargable had been exhausted, and the ap 
propriation could not be increased except by 
majority of the whole oounoil He thought 
this had a good effect. The Mayer refer¬ 
red to the waterworke as an injudicious 
transaction.

published as full details of ft as of any 
other similar report in the Dominion.” 
It took a little over a full half column 
of the Beaver’s valuable space to con¬ 
vey this bit of information which was 
already known to the electors of this 
county. One fifth of the space would 
have been sufficient to have contained 
the information asked for. It’s a 
simple question to answer. Mr. Sills 
I collected certain sums of money from 
For ticket* aud all information apply u^'the fishermen of Lennox. We ask Mr. 

Sill# to give a detailed statement of 
those sums of money. He has failed 
to do so. We ask Mr. Wilson who is 
supposed to represent this riding to 
procure that information. He has 
failed to do so. Are the electors of 
this riding to be bull-dozed in this 
manner by their pompous and over 
paid servants? The Beaver a few 
weeks ago told us it was none of our 
business to pry into these matters. 
There is no use in trying to drag a 
herring over the tract by picking a 
quarrel with Mr. Allen Pringle.

Wilson would inform us' who 
the leader of the Conservative 
party' is ? Bowell ? Surely no 
right-minded old-time conservative 
will admit that Bowell is leader ? 
Tupper claims to hold the reins. Hag- 
o-Art declares he isn’t led bvanvono.. 


Overseer or our Member for Lennox. 
The only response to that is an anony¬ 
mous communication in the last issue 
of the Beaver trying to make out by 
garbling the public accounts, and 
other misrepresentations, that Allen 
Pringle, superintendent of the Ontario 
Apiarian exhibit at the World’s Fair, 
Chicago, in 1893, ‘‘pocketed” thous¬ 
ands of money, which would stand 
over against enough wheat cheese, pork 
or “skim milk” to frighten every tax¬ 
payer away out of the county to 
Uncle Satn's domains to join their 
friends and neighbors there, “gone be¬ 
fore.” That is one way of bringing 
down the report we are seeking. It 
reminds me of the school boy who is 
accused of lying or something, when 
he promptly straightens up and yells 
you’re another”! That’s the an¬ 
swer I get when I ask for that mys¬ 
terious report which is “so backward 
in coming forward.” Does the thing 
not begin to look more suspicious than 
ever? Does it not begin to look de¬ 
cidedly “fishy”? “You’re another,” 
they say. But suppose it should turn 
out that I am not another. What 
then? I know that “misery loves 
company,” but 1 shall have to ask to 
be excused from going into such com¬ 
pany just to comfort them. I am 
willing to do a good deal to oblige 
them—to help them out oflUat “hole,” 
even to dragging them out—but 1 
draw the line there. I refuse to go 
down into the hole to stay any length 
of time—only just long enough to drag 
them out while I hold my breath* No 
reasonable man could expect more v or 
even so much. 

I now proceed to show that the 
“superintendent of the Ontario honey 
exhibit” at Chicago is neither In nor 
near the hole the Beaver writer oc¬ 
cupies. In order to make out that I 
am with him down there he deliberate¬ 
ly misquotes the public accounts as 
follows; “1893, page 331, Allen 

Pringle, services as superintendent, 
$2,000,” while it actually reads— 
“services and expenses as superin¬ 
tendent, 12,MC ” 

I take thfrt a*, deliberate trickery, 
because he gives page, etc., and must 
have had the accounts before him 
when he wrote. But I am not in the 
hole quite. As a matter of fact, out of 
that $2,000, which he fraudulently 
credits to me for “services,” I paid the 
Canadian freight and express charges 
on some 50 exhibits from different ex¬ 
hibitors all over the Province. Out of 
that $2,000 I also paid both Canadian 
and American transportation charges on 
the second consignment, or summer 
exhibit, as well as other expenses of 
various kinds. I stljl have the vouch 
ers for these necessary disbursements 
which Mr. Wilson, or the Fishery 
Overseer, or the Beaver can see for the 
asking, or any other deceut tax-payer 
who is not a coward and has the hon¬ 
esty and manliness to make his appli¬ 
cation over his own name in broad day 
light instead of from a hole behind the 
fence. I have nothing to conceal, 
gentlemen, you can get all the par¬ 
ticulars and details you want. In¬ 
stead of “pocketing” the mythical 
“thousands” predicated by the Beaver 
writer, I simply pocketed my legiti¬ 
mate salary, which was $5 per day 
and expenses, stipulated before hand 
and not dictated and coerced after¬ 
wards. I would take no less from any 
government or individual for perform¬ 
ing the work and duties of that 
position, with an assistant at merely 
nominal remuneration. I never asked 
for or sought the position in any way. 
The Ontario Commissioner (not the 
Ontario Government) in compliance 
with the wishes of the intending ex* 
hibitors, offered me the place over the 
heads of a dozen or more eager appli¬ 
cants. In self defence and in justice 
to myself I may also say here that my 
duties were performed to the entire 
satisfaction of the exhibitors, the On¬ 
tario Bee-Kebpers Association. And 


are produced annually. Then betakes 
no account of the imports. The con¬

The Beaver writer intimates that 
neither the member, the-Overseer or 
the Beaver, has ever been “ asked 
personally by even four independent 
electors and tax-payers ” for a full re¬ 
port, and that “ the tax-payers them¬ 
selves have not been making any such 
demands.” We shall seo about that a 
little later on. And as to asking for 
private information it is not likely to 
be done. This is a public question. 
Mr. Wdsonand the Overseer are putflic 
officials, and want public information 
—not private or personal. As to “Mr. 
Pringle writing to the Auditor 
General ” for the report, that no 
part of Mr. Pringle’s duty ; but H 
certainly is the duty of the Fishery 
Overseer to give the report In full tq 
the public when asked to do so ; and 
when he fails it becomes the duty of 
rha sitting member to procure the 
Report either from the Overseer or the 
Auditor General and place it before 
the tax-payers. 

In conclusion, it is worth while to 
notice that the writer of the Beaver 
communication under review signs 
himself “ Another Overseer.” Does 
that mean another fishory Overseer, or 
what ? A£?er considering the matter 
a bit it has struck me that it may 
mean the Overseer of a “wire pulling” 
party or the like. When his skilful 
inanipalation of thft World’s Fair 
account is considered, in which he 
manages to get thousands of dollars 
into this deponent’s pocket which un¬ 
fortunately never got there, It will be 
seen that this “ Overseer” is no com 
mon operator. First he got 2,000 into 
the parental pocket, and then, by an 
extra stroke he got nearly 3,000 locat 
ed in “the family.” Such cleverness is 
of no ordinary kind. I almost think-, 
Mr. Editor, ( sub roma— in a whisper ) 
that he must be the “ Overseer ” of a 
boodling brigade, ors&nething of that 
sort. Bring down your report, gontle- 
men, bring it down and save further 
trouble from. Yours in sympathy.

To the “New York Eagle." (From our 
special Canadian correspondent. By feele 
graph over our own wires.) “ The exoite- 
meat over President Cleveland's famous 
message has not yet subsided. Upon the 
Canadian borders there is still considerable 
irritation felt, and very unmistakeablv 
manifested in some plaoes, notwithstand¬ 
ing the mors pacific tone of the leading 
American daiiys consequent upon—al¬ 
though we do not like to confess it—the 
great slump in American securities report¬ 
ed last week I do not expect you will al¬ 
together sympathise with the obaraoter of 
these dispatches that oandor compels ms to

reasonable requests of the promoters of the 
scheme, and in this they are backed up, we 
believe, by our citizens. 

There is one man who merits the thanks 
of the people of Napanee and his name is 
Sir Riobard Cartwright.

Sir Richard responded 
in his usual generous spirit by informing 
the committee that he bad a tract of land 
up near the railroad track ,which he would 
give them for a penny a year, or “pepper 
corn,” rent in perpetuity, so long as a cau 
ning factory was operated upon it. This 
is in direct oontra»t to the course that 
would be pursued by the average landowner 
who would look upon the establishment of 
such an industry v as a good time to raise 
the rent, or price of the land. 

The municipal electio ns in- town promise 
to be close and exciting. '‘For the reeveehip 
the erstwhile friends Thos. Symington and 
Chas. Stevens are the contestants. In onr 
opinion Mr. Symington deserves the posi¬ 
tion. It is the laudable desire of eve!y 
member of the oouncil to rise by gradation 
to the higher positions and it is nothing 
but right that the electors should accord 
them this recognition as a reward for faith 
ful services. Mayor Steyens has risen 
from the position of councillor to the may¬ 
or's chair and has held this the highest 
civic position in the gift of the electorate 
for two consecutive terms, and it would 
have beeu a graceful act lor him to have 
accepted one of the other two options and 
rej^ajn unopposed to his former friend and 
supporter, Mr. Symington.. The deputy- 
reeve did not chobse the contest with Mr. 
Stevens, he rather sought to avoid it. Mr. 
Symington has rendered good service to the 
people of Napanee, and in the street de¬ 
partment brought order oat of chaos. lit¬ 
is one of the ablest men that ever had 
charge of the street department in Napa¬ 
nee, and the roads bear eloqaent testimony 
to his intelligent supervision.
